September  16th.  "Dear  "Wadjopi:  It  is  just  seven  weeks  since  I  loft 
Miniwanca  and  those  seven  have  been  just  as  crowded  as  the  seven  which 
I  spent  in  liichigan  before  them,  which  is  saying  something,  because  we 
don’t  exactly  lie  around  up  there  on  the  dunes. 


'After  eleven  days  on  the  ocean,  we  reached  Plymouth,  and  I  came  right 
up  to  London  whore  John  Raach  met  me.  Some  friends  took  us  on  a  motor  ^ 

jaunt  the  first  week-end  that  I  was  here,  and  wo  did  South  Central  Eng¬ 
land,  visiting  Southampton,  Salisbury,  the  New  Forest,  where  wild  ponies  still  race 
over  the  heath,  and  old  Stonehenge  -  a  wonderful  sight  just  at  dusk,  with  a  lone  owl 
flitting  about  from  one  silent  stone  to  another. 

"After  that  I  decided  that  I  just  had  to  see  more  of  England,  and  so  I  bought  a 
bike  -  equipped  with  gears  to  make  the  hills  easier,  thank  Heavens  -  and  started 
out  for  South  East  England,  It  was  a  sort  of  experimental  tour,  and  in  my  estima¬ 
tion  quite  a  successful  one,  since  I  managed  to  accomplish  100  miles  in  three  days  - 
and  vra.s  not  too  stiff  aftonvards . 

"On  that  trip  I  visited  Canterbury,  with  its  grand  cathedral,  and  Dover,  with  its 
chalk  cliffs.  There  is  also  a  lOEirvelous  castle  there  vrith  an  old  Roman  lighthouse 
still  standing.  The  castle  is  about  800  years  old,  and  they  have  just  recently  dis¬ 
covered  that  it  was  built  in  with  a  water  system.  The  v\rater  came  from  a  well  which 
is  still  shown.  The  guard  dropped  a  piece  of  lighted  linen  down  the  threo-foot  open¬ 
ing,  and  to  our  surprise  it  kept  falling  for  several  minutes.  He  told  us  that  the 
well,  which  is  so  narrow  that  only  one  man  at  a  time  could  work  it,  goes  right  dovm 
through  the  chalk  cliffs,  430  feet  below  sea  level. 

"Tomorrow  I  am  setting  out  for  Birmingham,  Y/hich  I  intend  to  make  headquarters  for 
a  couple  of  other  jaunts  by  bike  around  Central  England,  before  leaving  in  about 
three  w^eeks  for  France . 

"Thanks  again  for  having  me  at  Miniwanca  this  summer.  I  just  feel  good  all  over 
whenever  I  think  about  the  place  and  its  people."

CAN  A  FOUNDER  GROUP  BE  OF  SERVICE  TO  A  LOCAL  COi-ROINITY? 


Lkny  times  we  are  asked,  "Wtiat  is  the  program  of  the  AYF  between  camps?”.  The  ans¬ 
wer  is,  "The  AYF  has  no  local  organizational  program  of  its  own;  it  serves  youth 
through  existing  organizations.” 


Frequently,  groups  of  Founders  pool  their  efforts  to  help  local  youth  organizations 
which  need  leadership  and  program  suggestions.  Letters  received  from  Founder  Bill 
Daum,  1938  Lferrowvista  graduate,  and  A1  Gremso,  graduate  of  1932,  and  for  four  years 
a  loader  in  the  Merroiwista  Older  Boys’  Camp,  tell  of  an  outstanding  service  pro¬ 
ject  vdiich  is  being  sponsored  by  the  fellows  of  the  North  Jersey  Founders’  Club. 


We’ll  let  Bill  Daum  toll  the  story  in  his  own  words  - 


”A  few  months  ago  the  Jersey  bunch  carried  homo  the  state  shield  for  the  third  con¬ 
secutive  year,  A  group  of  campers  and  prospective  campers  called  the  "Baboons”  are 
now  in  the  process  of  proving  that  they  really  deserve  that  high  honor,  and  the 
title,  "One  of  the  most  active  Founder  groups  in  the  running,”  The  following  is  a 
bit  of  a  glimpse  at  our  fall  and  vantor  schedule 4  Yfc  are  undertaking  a  project  at 
the  present  time  which  is  on  a  much  larger  scale  than  any  heretofore.

”A1,  Jim  and  I  are  to  lead  the  course,  ^vith  the  others  backing  us  up  by  doing  refer¬ 
ence  work  and  assisting  in  every  ■vra.y  possiblei  We’ve  received  wirtoups  in  the 
papers,  and  wo  feel  that  it  xrill  benefit  everyone  taking  part,  and  that  it  may  bo 
a  fine  source  for  procuring  some  good  timber  for  next  summer’s  camp, 

"That  vdll  bo  our  chief  project  for  the  fall  and  vdntcr  season.
